TERMS — F.  O.  B.  factory,  1% — 10  days,  net  30  days.  Credit  will  be  extended  those  rated  in  Dun  &  Brad- 
street  or  those  who  can  furnish  satisfactory  credit  references.  All  C.  O.  D.  or  sight  draft  orders 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  25%  of  order;  terms  on  these  orders  are  net. 


TELEGRAPHIC  INFORMATION  AND  CODE 

LINCOLN  MANUFACTURING  CO. 

For  the  convenience  of  our  customers  in  ordering  fixtures  by  telegraph, 
we  have  worked  out  a  code,  which,  if  used  correctly,  will  save  you  consider¬ 
able  expense,  inasmuch  as  it  eliminates  a  good  many  words  otherwise  neces¬ 
sary  in  an  ordinary  telegram. 

It  is  permissible  to  group  five  letters  together,  which  is  counted  as  one 
word.  You  may  use  code  words  alone,  or  with  English  words,  but  code  letters 
cannot  be  attached  to  English  words. 

Following  is  an  example  of  an  actual  telegram  received  amounting  co 
thirty-eight  words,  and  the  same  reduced  to  code  amounting  to  only  ten 
words: 

“Rush  freight  ten  number  eighty  four  naught  five  drop  and  forty  num¬ 
ber  eighty  four  naught  six.  Also  three  number  seventy  one  naught  five  drop 
and  three  number  seventy  one  fifteen  ceiling  and  two  number  twenty  nine 
naught  one.” 

“WAJ  PHDJE  FORTY  PHDJF  THREE  PGAJE  THREE  PGAAE 
TWO  PBIJA.” 

We  might  call  to  your  attention  that  a  good  many  of  our  customers  use 
a  lot  of  unnecessary  words  in  telegrams.  For  instance,  most  of  our  fixture 
numbers  designate  themselves  the  number  of  lights,  such  as  No.  2035  is  a 
five-light.  No.  2033  is  a  three-light,  all  our  one-light  brackets  end  in  six  and 
two-light  brackets  in  seven.  Where  a  fixture  is  made  in  only  one  finish,  as 
are  most  of  our  numbers,  it  is  not  necessary  to  state  the  finish.
